SIR, 


We are still unable to credit 1882, the year under consideration, as 
being a very prosperous one to either the mercantile man or the hus- 
bandman; but owing to the abundance and cheapness of provisions, due 
to the large imports of the various kinds of food into the country from 
abroad, the people have not suffered to the extent they might otherwise 
have done. 

The birth-rate for 1882 is the lowest that has been reported since 
1855, and the death-rate lower than in any previous year; while on the 
other hand the marriage rate (that gauge of the power of living in a 
civilized community) is higher than it has been since 1877. 


POPULATION. 


As estimated to the 30th of June, the population of Scotland amounts 
to 3785400, of whom 1825650 are of the male and 1959750 of the

Mainland-Rural Districts amount to 1014205, of whom 499193 are 
males, and 6515012 females; while the Insular-Rural Districts are 
accountable for a population of 130189, of whom 61196 are of the male 
and 68993 of the female sex. 


BIRTHS. 


During the year 1882 the total number of births registered was 
126158, or in the proportion of 333, for every ten thousand of the popu- 
lation of the country, being proportionately the lowest birth-rate that 
has been experienced since the year 1855. The mean annual birth-rate 
during the last ten years is in like proportion 348. 

Of these 10546 are returned as being illegitimate, 5396 male and 
5150 female infants, so that 8°36 per cent. of the total births come under 
this denomination, a slight increase upon those of the same nature for 
last year, when they were at a lower ratio than in any former year we 
can refer to. 

Of the total 126158 births, 64505 were males, and 61653 females, 
an excess of the former over the latter of 2852. 

These births are distributed over the five districts into which Scot- 
land is divided as follows:—In the Principal Town Districts the total 
natdl events numbered 52296, a birth-rate of 3629 per cent. to the 
population, of which 26627 were of the male and 25669 of the female

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sex. In the Large Town Districts 14236 were registered, a birth-rate of 


3°588 per cent., males numbering 7263, and females 6973. In the Small 
Town Districts 26713 births occurred, at the rate of 3°326 per cent., 
13739 of them being male children, and 12974 female. In the Main- 
land-Rural Districts the births numbered 29710, or 2:929 per cent. to the 
population of the same, 15200 being males and 14510 females; whilst, in 
the Insular-Rural Districts, but 3203 children were born, or at the rate 
of 2-460 per cent., 1676 of the male, and 1527 of the female sex. 

Of the 10546 illegitimate births, 3947 are registered in the Principal 
Town Districts, 1980 being males, and 1967 females, ze. 7-5 per cent. of 
the births here taking place are of this nature. In the Large Town 
Districts 1006, or 7:1 per cent. of the total births are illegitimate, 531 
being males and 475 females. In the Small Town Districts 2205 of the 
births are illegitimate, or 8°3 per cent. of all the births in them, 1124 
males and 1081 females. In the Mainland-Rural Districts 3212 illegiti- 
mate births are reported, being 10°8 per cent. of the total births in 
these same, of which 1666 are of the male and 1546 of the female 
sex; while in the Insular-Rural Distric{s only 176 births of this nature 
are registered, being but 5:5 per cent. of the total births, 95 male and 81 
female. ; 

Tables Va and Vd afford some further information upon the subject, 
in the case of the Principal Towns, and as usual for the two counties of 
Banff and Wigtown. Among the former we find that in Aberdeen 11°6 
per cent. of the total births there occurring are illegitimate, in Dundee 
10-4 per cent., while Leith and Greenock show to greatest advantage in 
this respect, having 5:0 per cent. and 4°9 per cent. respectively. There 
is not much to choose in the case of the two counties, as in Wigtown 
16:4 per cent. of the total births there occurring, and in Bantf 16°6 per 
cent. are of this nature. 

Of the total 126158 births in Scotland there were 64505 male and 
61653 female infants, which gives 1046 of the former as born to every

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100 of the latter. The corresponding proportion among the legitimate 
and illegitimate births separately being almost identical, 104°6 for the 
former and 104°8 for the latter. 

On looking back for the last ten years, 1872-1881, we find, on 
taking the mean, that the proportion of male to female children, born 
during that period, is greater than for the year under review, being for 
the total births in Scotland 1055 males for every 100 females, Among 
the legitimate births alone it was 105°4, and among the illegitimate 
alone 1058. These proportions vary somewhat in the different districts. 
Thus, in the Principal Town Districts for the ten years, the mean among 
the total births is 105-0 male to every 100 female children born. In the 
Large Town Districts it is 105°. In the Small Town Districts it is 
10671. In the Mainland-Rural Districts 105°3, and in the Insular-Rural 
Districts 108°0. Among the legitimate births alone it is, for the same 
period in the Principal Town Districts, 104°9 male to each 100 female 
births; in the Large Town Districts 105°6; in the Small Town Districts 
105°8 ; in the Mainland-Rural Districts 105-4; and in the Insular-Rural 
Districts 108°3, while in the case of the illegitimate alone the mean 
proportion in the Principal Town Districts is 1056; in the Large Town 
Districts 1058; in the Small Town Districts, 107° 3 in the Mainland- 
Rural Districts 104°7; and in the Insular-Rural Districts 1049 males 
are brought into the world for every 100 females (Table [Xa). 

In England the total male births for 1882 are in the proportion of 
103°8 to every 100 female, as was also the case with the legitimate 
births, the proportion among the illegitimate alone being 103°3 to 100.

MARRIAGES. 


During 1882 the number of marriages registered, as having taken 
place, was 26596, an increase upon that for the previous year of 592, and 
representing a marriage-rate of 70:26 per ten thousand of the estimated 
population, which is higher than it has been since 1877, when the 
rate was 71°91 per ten thousand. The mean annual marriage-rate 
during the last ten years is 72. 

In England the marriage-rate for 1882 was 77 per ten thousand of 
estimated population; in Ireland it was 43. 

In hree of the five districts into which Scotland is divided for 
registration purposes, it is seen an increase has taken place in the pro- 
portion of marriages celebrated during the year, viz., in the Principal 
Town Districts and the two Rural, while inthe Large Town Districts the 
reverse has occurred, the rate in the Small Town Districts being almost 
exactly the same as during the previous year. This ranges from 87:1

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per ten thousand inhabitants in the Principal Town Districts, to 42°1 in 
the Insular-Rural. The actual number of marriages celebrated in the: 
Large Town Districts during 1882 have fallen below that for 1881 
by 76. 

Among the Counties we find that in 17 of them there is a propor- 
tioriate increase in the marriages during 1882 over those in 1881, vary-

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ing from 8 per ten thousand of population in Dumbartoh and Orkney, 
down to 1 in Ayr and Roxburghshires; while, on the other hand, a 
decrease occurs in 16, varying from 1 in Renfrew to 16 per ten thousand 
of population in Wigtownshire, which has suffered most in this way. 

Table Va gives some information as to the number and proportion 
of marriages occurring in the Principal Towns of Scotland during the 
year under consideration. Glasgow and Paisley head the list with the 
highest marriage rate, that in the former city being 97 per ten thousand 
of its inhabitants, and in the latter 96. This is followed by Edinburgh 
and Kilmarnock, each with 84. Glasgow Landward and Suburban, and 
Perth, each with 80; Dundee with 79, and Leith with almost the same, 
78:8; Greenock with 78, and lastly Aberdeen with one of 77: the rate 
for these towns conjointly being 87 for every ten thousand of their popula- 
tions. Jn each town there is an increase in the proportion of marriages 
during 1882 over those celebrated during 1881, except in Edinburgh 
and Paisley, where there is a decline. 

In estimating the fertility of marriages in Scotland for the year, we 
find (following the plan proposed by Dr Farr) that during 1876 the 
number of marriages were 26579, and during 1882 the registered legiti- 
mate births amounted to 115612, so that LY P21? gives 4°35 as the average 
fertility of each marriage, or 435 children were born to every 100 
marriages.

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In England the average number of children to each marriage was 
4:19 or 419 children to every 100 marriages, the marriages in 1876 
numbering 201874, and the legitimate births in 1882 being 845899. 

Tables X., XI, and XII. afford some special information as to the 
marriages solemnised throughout the country, and in each of its five 
divisions. Thus we see 98:30 per cent of the whole recorded in Scotland 
were regular, and 1°70 per cent. irregular, 7.¢., the married state was 
entered into by the contracting parties without proclamation of the 
purpose, and without any special religious ceremony. The proportion of 
those latter marriages has been gradually increasing from the date of the 
commencement of these reports until now, with the exception of the 
years 1879 and 1880, when their percentage fell below that for 1878. 

Of the total marriages registered, 46°46 per cent. were in accord- 
ance with the ecclesiastical rites of the Established Church; 20°61 
per cent. with those of the Free Church; and 11°76 per cent. with 
those of the United Presbyterian. In 1014 per cent. the parties 
were united by clergymen of the Church of Rome; in 2°80 per cent. 
by those of the Episcopal Church; and in 6°31 per cent. by ministers 
of other denominations; while in 0:22 per cent. the denomination of the 
officiating clergyman was not stated. From this it appears that there is 
a relative increase in the marriages celebrated during this year over those 
during 1881, by the Romish and Episcopal communions, and to a slight 
degree by those coming under other denominations; whilst in the case of 
the three Presbyterian bodies there has been a falling off in the marriages 
performed under their auspices during the same period. 

Of the total 26596 marriages which were registered, 12356 were

On adding up the several columns of Table XIT., and dividing by 28, 
we find that in every hundred marriages which have taken place in Scot- 
land since 1855, 45°37 of them were solemnised by ministers of the 
Established Church of the country ; 22°78 by those of the Free Church ; 
13°60 by those of the United Presbyterian Church; 9°14 by those of the 
Romish ; 2:24 by those of the Episcopal Church ; 5:95 by those of other 
denominations; in 0°35 the denomination was not stated, and in 0°57 the 
marriages were irregular. 

Of the men who married, the ages of all but one were obtained, and 
of those 2062 or 7°7 per cent. were minors, or under 21 years of age. Of 
the females the ages of all but 4 were stated in the marriage schedules,

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and of those 5994 or 22°6 per cent. were of like age, we, under 21, 
Twelve of the females had not attained the age of 16 at date of marriage. 
and two lads, in the Principal Town Districts, were not 17 on like occa- 
sions; while a considerably smaller number of men were married during 
1882, after attaining the age of 70, than during last year. 

Table XIV. affords information as to the ages at which marriage 
was entered upon by both sexes in Scotland, and in each of its divisions 
during the year, and as usual, in the case of both males and females, 
from 20-25 is seen to be the most favourite age; 38°62 per cent. of the 
former and 46:29 per cent. of the latter marrying between these years. 
There are differences in this respect, however, in each of the groups of 
districts; thus a larger percentage of men marry in the Large Town 
Districts at this age than in the others, as also is the case with the 
females; whilst in the Mainland-Rural Districts an almost equal propor- 
tion of men marry between 25-30, as between 20-25; and in the Insular- 
Rural again the greatest proportion of marriages among the men occur 
between the ages 25-30 and 30-35, comparatively few being solemnised 
before the age of 25. The chances of matrimony among the females in 
the Insular-Rural Districts between the ages 40-45 are appaiently greater 
than with their sisters of like age on the Mainland, although in the 
Urban Districts a larger proportion of women wed more frequently at 
ages over 45 than in the Rural, due apparently to the larger proportion 
of widows who are re-married at those more advanced ages in the town 
than in the country districts generally.

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Of the total 26596 marriages we find that in 22984 cases bachelors 
mated with spinsters; in 684 bachelors with widows; in 2134 widowers 
with spinsters; and in 791 instances widowers espoused widows; or 
86°42 per cent. of the marriages were between bachelors and spinsters ; 
2°57 per cent. between bachelors and widows; 8:02 per cent. between 
widowers and spinsters; and in 2°97 per cent. of the whole widowers 
mated with widows. Those figures indicate that the proportion of 
marriages between bachelors and sypinsters is increasing at the expense 
of the other conjunctions, and which is as it should be, the mean of 
each during the last ten years being, that in every hundred marriages, 
84°84 have been betwixt bachelors and spinsters; 3°07 betwixt bachelors 
and widows; 8°75 betwixt widowers and spinsters ; 3:19 betwixt widowers 
and widows; leaving 0°15 in which the condition of the contracting 
parties was not known to the registrars. all 

When we as usual regard the condition of those who marry in 
respect of their educational qualifications, as indicated by the proportion 
of bridegrooms and brides who can write, it is seen that for Scotland 
93°15 per cent. of the former, and 86°84 per cent. of the latter signed 
their names on the marriage registers, leaving but 6°85 per cent. of the 
men and 13:16 per cent. of the women as unable to do this, and who were 
obliged to have recourse to the use of their mark upon this occasion. 
This is an Improvement on last year, when 7:06 per cent. of the men and 
13°93 per cent. of the women were unable to write, and is under the mean 
for the last ten years 1872-81, when it is found that in every 100

The counties which most fail in this respect during 1882 are, in the 
case of the men, Rossand Cromarty, with 21:59 per cent. unable to write ; 
Inverness with 16°50 per cent.; Dumbarton with 15°32 per cent.; and 
Lanark with 10°55 per cent.; while with the fair sex, in 13 counties over 
10 per cent. are in like plight, no fewer than 44 brides in every hundred 
married during the year being unable to write their names in Ross and 
Cromarty; 29°85 in Inverness; and 23°78 in Dumbartonshires. 

In the two chief cities of the country—Edinburgh and Glasgow— 
the standard of education is also improving, except in the case of the 
females in the former city, of whom 4:15 per cent. apparently could not 
write this year as against 3:99 per cent. in 1881. On taking the mean 
of the ratios for the ten years, 1872-81, we find in the case of both sexes 
and in both cities a decided educational advance to have taken place, as 
viewed from this condition of things, as in every 100 marriages in Edin- 
burgh, but 97°02 of the men and 93:90 of the women wrote, as against 
98°16 and 95°85 in 1882, the present year; and in Glasgow during the 
same period, 87:47 of the men and 73-48 of the women in every 100 
marriages were able to write, compared with 89°39 and 78°53 respectively 
during 1882. 

Of the marriages 13°5 per cent. took place during the month of June, 
13°3 per cent. during January; 12°3 per cent. during December; 10°8 per 
cent. during July; 89 per cent. during November ; 67 per cent. during 
October ; 6°6 per cent. during April; 5°9 per cent. during February ; 5°8 
per cent. during August and September; 5°5 per cent. during March ; 
and 4:7 per cent. during May. 


The marriages per ten thousand of the population during 1882 are, in

DEATHS. 


During the year 72989 deaths were duly registered throughout 
Scotland, 36325 being of the male, and 36664 of the female sex, which 
gives a mortality rate of nearly 193 per ten thousand of the inhabitants 
as estimated, almost the same as last year, which was 193, and accord- 
ingly the lowest that has yet been recorded. The death rate per ten 
thousand of the male population is 199, and of the female 187. 

During the ten years immediately preceding, the average death- 
rate for Scotland per ten thousand of population is 213-2, so that it is for 
the present year 20-4 below the mean for the decennial period. 

In England the death-rate for 1882 is equivalent to 196 per ten 
thousand. 

On looking to the rate of mortality in each of the five districts into 
which the whole country is primarily divided, it is found that in the 
Principal Town Districts 32697 deaths were reported, being at the rate 
of 227 in every ten thousand of their inhabitants; in the Large Town 
Districts the deaths number 8054, 7, in the proportion of 203 per ten 
thousand of their population; in the small Town Districts they are

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14785, or 184 per ten thousand; in the Mainland-Rural Districts they 
amount to 15436, representing a death-rate of 152 per ten thousand of 
their inhabitants; and in the Insular-Rural Districts they number 2017, 
equal to a death-rate of 155 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the 
same. The ratio of mortality is accordingly highest in the Principal 
Town Districts, less in the Large Town Districts, and falling gradually 
throughout the other three. On comparing these figures with those of 
last year, the rate is seen to be slightly increased in the Principal Town 
Districts and Large Town Districts, and decreased in the Small Town, 
Mainland-Rural, and Insular-Rural Districts. The total death-rate in the 
Rural Districts is below that in the Urban Districts by about 28 per cent. 

Tables XXI and XXII show the. number of deaths, and the pro- 
portional mortality in each of the Principal Towns of Scotland. Thus 
the death-rate in Paisley is 2°57 per cent.; in Glasgow it is 2°54 per 
cent.; in Perth, 2°35 per cent.; in Greenock, 2:25 per cent.; in Glasgow 
Landward and Suburban, 2°15 per cent.; in Dundee, 2:10 per cent.; in 
Aberdeen, 2°03 per cent.; in Edinburgh, and in Kilmarnock, 1:96 per cent.; 
and in Leith, 1:86 per cent. 

The above is the total death-rate in these Towns, but several of 
them being made up of more than one Registration District, it 1s found,

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as might be expected, the mortality rate in each of these varies con- 
siderably. Thus, if we take Edinburgh, and for last year 1881, the 
Census Year (being as correct as possible in regard to population), with 
a total death-rate of 20-1 per thousand of its estimated population, it is 
found that in the case of the Registration District of St George, which 
covers ground to the extent of 1116 acres, with a population at the 
middle of the year of 65844, the proximity in yards being 9-7, the 
death-rate is equal to 15°9 per thousand of the inhabitants of the same ; 
in St Andrew District, with an acreage of 931, population 44654, and 
proximity in yards 10°8, the death-rate is also 15°9 per thousand; in the 
Canongate District, with acreage 625, population 31289, and proximity 
in yards 10°5 (or the same district, excluding the Queen’s Park, which 
brings the superficies down to 218 acres, the population being almost 
the same, but the proximity now reduced to 6:2 yards), the death-rate 
is 24-4 per thousand ; in St Giles’ District, acreage 325, population 32846, 
proximity in yards 74 (or deducting the Meadows, reducing the 
acreage to 251, the proximity then being 6°3 yards), the death-rate is 
34°5 per thousand; in the Registration District of Newington, covering 
1183 acres, with a population of 54586, and a proximity in yards of 11-1, 
the death-rate is equal to 17-4 per thousand of the inhabitants. 

As, however, in three of the above districts there are public hospitals, 
viz., in those of Canongate, St Giles, and Newington, it follows that not 
‘a few of the deaths taking place in them, and going to swell the 
mortality rate of one or other of the above, occur in the persons of those 
who have entered such charitable institutions for advice and treatment, 
but whose usual place of abode is not in the district in which they die, 
and to which their death is accredited. When we assign the deaths of 
such inhabitants of Edinburgh to the districts in which they would 
probably have died, had they not entered a charity, and deducted the 
deaths of those who had no residence in Edinburgh at all, but coming

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there for advice and treatment, were admitted into one of the hospitals, 
considerable alterations are found to have taken place in the death-rate 
of several of the aforesaid districts. Thus, in that of St George, the 
mortality rate per thousand of population is now 17:0, instead of 15:9; in 
St Andrew it is 17-4, instead of 15:9; in Canongate it is 25°6, instead of 
24:4; in St Giles, it is 21-4, instead of 34:5; and in Newington it is 17°6, 
instead of 17-4. 

Table XX. shows how in Scotland, and in each of its five divisions, 
the proportion of male deaths exceeds that of female, being most marked 
in the Principal and Large Town Districts, and less so in the other three, 
as also that the proportion in the two former exceeds that for the country 
as a whole. | 

Tables XXTIT. and XXIY. exhibit the number of deaths, male and 
female, and the varying proportions of the same, to the population at 
each age, at a series of ages for Scotland, and its five great Registration 
Districts. Thus we find that at ages under one year throughout Scot- 
land generally 14°758 per cent. of the male infants, and 11:997 per cent. 
of the female, succumb, the male thus much out-numbering the female 
exits, This ratio is overtopped in the case of both sexes in the Principal 
and Large Town Districts, to the greatest degree in the former, where 
18°208 per cent. of the males and 15:075 per cent. of the females perish, 
aud somewhat less in the latter. The death-rate below one year is 
lowest in the Insular-Rural Districts, where of all at this age but 9:016 
per cent. of the males and 6-930 per cent. of the females die. Through- 
oe ne districts the male mortality rate is greater than that of the 

emale. 

Under two years of age, the proportion of male and female mortality 
in Scotland did not vary much, being 6145 per cent. and 6-019 per cent. 
respectively. This was exceeded in the Principal Town Districts in the 


case of both sexes, and in the Large Town Districts in that of the female, -

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and in the latter the female ratio exceeded also the male by 0°521 per 
cent., as also was the case in the Small Town Districts. In the Insular- 
Rural Districts the mortality is small as compared with the Urban 
Districts, viz., 2092 and 1:970 per cent. 

Under three years the male and female mortality rate for Scotland 
was almost the same, 2-471 per cent. and 2°538 per cent., the female 
here, however, slightly overtopping the male. This was exceeded in the 
case of both sexes in the Principal Town Districts, and in the case of the 
males alone in the Large Town Districts ; in the Principal Town, Main- 
land-Rural, and Insular-Rural Districts, the female ratio out-numbered 
that of the male. 

During the fourth year, while the death-rate for the country as a 
whole was for each sex 1°726 per cent., and 1688 per cent. respectively, 
in the Principal Town Districts it stood at 2°599 per cent. for the males,

death ratio was greater than that of the male. 

During the fifth year the percentage of mortality had fallen through- 
out the country to 1:°270 of the male, and 1°226 of the female children 
living at the same age. This is exceeded in the Principal, and Large 
Town Districts, and in the latter, as also in the Insular-Rural Districts, 
the female death-rate at this age is greater than that of the male. 

The mortality rate at ages between 5 and 10 years is as usual much 
below that for the preceding quinquennial period, being for the males in 
Scotland 0°747 per cent., as compared with 5434 per cent., for the first 
five years; and for the females 0°717 per cent., compared with 4819 per 
cent. of the population at the same age. The rate 5-10 years in the 
Principal Town, and Large Town Districts is above that for Scotland, 
with the exception of the females in the latter, and in the Small Town 
Districts, and Mainland Rural Districts the female proportion is higher 
than that of the male. Between 10-15 the percentage of deaths in the 
case of both sexes in the Principal Town Districts, and of the male in the 
Large Town Districts, exceeded that for the country at large; and in the 
case of the Principal Town Districts, Small Town Districts, and both the 
Rural, the female was more or less greater than that of the male. 
Between 15-20, the mortality rate for Scotland is overtopped by that 
for both sexes in the Principal Town Districts, and by the females in the 
Sinall Town Districts, while the female mortality in the Principal Town, 
Small Town, and both the Rural Districts, exceeds that of the male. 
Between 20-30, the proportional mortality was greater in the 
Principal Town Districts in the case of both sexes, in the Large Town 
Districts in that of the males, and of the females in the Small Town 
Districts, than for Scotland, and the female death-rate exceeded that of

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Taking the proportion of deaths, male and female, as a whole, at all 
periods of life, we find that for Scotland in every ten thousand of 
estimated population, 199 males and 187 females succumbed during the 
year. In the Principal Town Districts, the proportion of male deaths 
was 239 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same, and of female 
deaths, 216; in the Large Town Districts, it was males 210, females 196 ; 
in the Small Town Districts, it was males 189, females 179; in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts, it was males 153, females 151; and in the 
Insular-Rural Districts, males 156, females 154. 

Table XXIVa., which is again given, allows of a comparison of the 
death-rate percentage for each of ten years 1872-81, at the same ages as 
in Table XXIV. for the present year, and also the mean of these years. 
We here see that the percentage of deaths at each age, and for each sex, 
has fallen below that of the latter (the mean) during the year under 
review, with the exception of deaths at 100 years of age and above, a fact 
which probably speaks well for the increasing health and consequent 
longevity of the people. The total death-rate has fallen throughout Scot- 
land considerably, and that both in the case of males and females, the 
mean of the ten years, 1872-81, giving 224 males and 205 females as the 
numbers that have died in every ten thousand of the inhabitants of each 
sex estimated to be living in Scotland, as against 199 and 187 respectively 
for the year 1882. | 

Table XX VII. is drawn up on the same lines, and shows the varying 
proportions of mortality among the inhabitants of the Principal Towns 
at similar periods of life. Thus, infantile mortality is highest in Glasgow, 
where 18°51 per cent. of the infants presumed to be in the city at the 
middle of the year have died; Paisley stands next, with 17°48 per cent.; 
Dundee next, with 16°91 per cent.; Leith, and Edinburgh being lowest, 
with 14°71 per cent.,and 13°78 per cent. respectively. During the second

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year of life Glasgow is again highest, with 11°38 per cent.; and Perth 
next, with 9:48 per cent. of deaths among children at this age ; Aberdeen 
and Leith being lowest, with 6:10 and 5°83 per cents. At all ages under 
five years, Glasgow shows a proportional death-rate of 847 per cent.; 

Paisley being next, with 7°39 per cent. followed by Dundee, Greenock, 
Glasgow Landward and Suburban, Perth, Edinburgh, and Aberdeen, 
Kilmarnock and Leith being lowest with 5°55 and 5°33 per cents. 

From Table XXV., which gives the percentage of deaths at each 
age, to the total deaths in Scotland and its five districts for the year, 
we find that for the whole country, and of the whole mortality, 22°81 
per cent. of the male exits and 17:99 per cent. of the female occurred 
during the first year of life; during the first five years the ratio was 
39°22 per cent. of the former, and 33°55 per cent. of the latter. On 
comparing those figures with the similar ones for the five districts, it may 
be noted that in the Principal, and Large Town Districts they are 
exceeded, and that to a greater extent in the former than in the latter; 
in the other three districts, the corresponding proportions are less, not to 
any great extent in the Small Town Districts, but considerably so in the 
two Rural Districts, being but 20°36 per cent. for the males, and 14:19 per 
cent. for the females, in the Insular-Rural Districts. As a rule, we find 
the percentage of deaths at each age, as compared with the total deaths, 
to be in the Rural Districts under both that for Scotland as a whole, 
as also for the Urban Districts, up to the age of 60, after which the 
balance is reversed, and the higher proportionate mortality is found in 
the Rural and less populated parts of the country. 

On looking back over the last ten years, itis found that the mean 

percentage of deaths to the total deaths in Scotland, during this period, 
varies somewhat at the different ages from what we have seen to be the 
case in Table XXV. Thus, during the first two years of life for 1882, 
there is an increase in the death percentages in the case of both males 
and females over what it is for the mean of the ten years 1872-81, being 
for the males 31:40 per cent. for the year under review, as compared with

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30°43 per cent., which is the mean of the ten, and for the females 26:01 
per cent., compared with 25:26 per cent. for the longer period. During 
the next three years the proportion is reduced, being for 1882, for the 
male children, 7°82 per cent., as compared with 8:28 per cent. for the ten 
years, and for the females 7°54 per cent., compared with 8:08 per cent. 
At eges 5-15, both the male and female death-rate for 1882 1s under 
that of the mean for the ten years, being in the case of the former 7:05 
per cent., compared with 7:53 per cent., and in latter 6°97 per cent., 
compared with 7:22 per cent. At ages 15-40, the death-rate in the 
case of the males for 1882, is under that of the mean of the ten years, 
viz., 15°92 per cent., compared with 16-20 per cent., while in the case of 
the females it is reversed, their death-rate being during the present year 
17:20 per cent., and for the mean of the ten years 16°98 per cent. At 
aves 40-70, in the case of both sexes, the death-rate for 1882 is 
somewhat higher than that for the mean of the ten years at the same 
aves, being 23:96 per cent. for the males, compared with 23°34 per cent., 
and for the females 23:91 per cent.,compared with 23°51 per cent., as the 
mean of the ten years preceding. 

It is well recognised that a larger proportion of females attain to 
greater ages than of males, and taking from 70 years and upwards we 
find that in Scotland, while 13°8 per cent. of the total male deaths occur 
at those advanced ages, 18°3 per cent. of the females do the same. In 
the Principal Town Districts the ratio is much reduced, viz., to 7:2 per 
cent. for the males, and 10-7 per cent. in the case of the females ; in the 
Large Town Districts it has increased somewhat to 11-0 per cent. for the 
men, and 16°8 per cent. for the women; in the Small Town Districts it is 
15:1 per cent. for the men, and 20-2 per cent. for the weaker sex; in 
the Mainland-Rural Districts it mounts to 255 per cent. for the former, 
and 30°3 per cent. for the latter; and in the Insular-Rural Districts has 
reached the high point of 33°3 per cent. of the total deaths among the 
men, and 39-2 per cent. among the women, occurring at ages of 70 and 
above. 

The death-rate in the undernoted European States per ten thousand 
of their populations during 1882 is as follows:—Sweden, 174; Norway, 
184; Denmark, 195; Belgium, 202; The Netherlands, 207; Switzerland, 
219; France, 222; Prussia, 252; the German Empire, 257; Austria, 
308; and Hungary, 366; that for Scotland being 193. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The number of deaths registered throughout Scotland during 1882, 
was 72989, but in 832 cases or 1'1 per cent., the cause of death was so ill- 
defined or specified in such unintelligible terms, as to be of no use for 
statistical purposes. — 

Of the total deaths 65769 were certified, and 7220 or 9:9 per cent. 
uncertified. The proportion of these latter varies much throughout the 
Districts, Counties, and Principal Towns of Scotland, varying in the 
former from 6°0 per cent. in the Large Town Districts to 50°6 per cent. 
in the Insular-Rural Districts; in the Counties from 1:2 per cent. in 
Selkirk to 62:1 per cent. in Shetland; and in the Principal Towns, from 
1:6 per cent. in Kilmarnock to 11:0 per cent. in Edinburgh— Appendix 
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Table, p. lx. In accounting for those great differences we would refer 
to our remarks made in the Registrar-General’s Detailed Annual Report 
for last year. 

The proportion of deaths throughout the country to every hundred 
thousand of the inhabitants thereof is 1928, which is slightly less than 
last year: the proportion among the males alone is 1990, and among the 
females 1871. This ratio is exceeded in the Principal, and Large Town 
Districts, that in the remaining districts being below. In the Principal 
Town Districts, where it is highesi, the proportion is 2269 deaths per 
hundred thousand of their population; in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 
where it is lowest, but 1522 per hundred thousand. 

The deaths attributed to the Miasmatic order of the Zymotic class 
number 11545, being in the proportion of 3808 in every hundred thousand 
of the population, or 16:0 per cent. of the total specified deaths returned 
during the year, come under this heading, and which is 2:0 per cent. 
higher than in 1881. From Tables XXVIII. and XXIX. it is seen that 
tlis rate is exceeded in the three Urban Districts; as also that the male 
population suffered in larger proportion than the female in the Principal, 
and Large Town Districts; and that in all the districts, excepting 
those of the Large Towns, the proportion of deaths from Miasmatics 
to deaths from all causes was higher among females than among 
males. 

In Table XXXII. the number of deaths from the chief Zymotics and 
some other diseases, and their proportions at five successive periods of 
life are exhibited. Thus, out of every hundred deaths from Zymotic 
Diseases, 64°5 are registered as occurring during the first 5 years of life ; 
10°3 during the next quinquennial period; 3°3 between 10 and 15 years 
of age; 15°6 between 15 and 60; and 6°3 at ages above this; so that no 
less than 78:1 per cent. of the total mortality from such diseases through- 
out Scotland takes place among those under 15 years of age. 

Hooping-cough again heads the lst, being the cause of 2108 exits; 
of those 1986 occurred during the first five years of life, 119 between 5 
aud 10 years, and 3 at ages over this; so that 94:2 per cent. of them 
eccurred within the first five years, and 5°6 per cent. during the next five. 
Scarlet Fever caused 1583 deaths; 63:1 per cent. of them during infancy, 
and 27-0 per cent. during the second five years of life. Measles caused 
1289 deaths, 1171 or 90°9 per cent. of them registered as during the first 
five years of life, and 7°3 per cent. during the succeeding quinquennial 
period. 961 deaths are due to Diphtheria, 874 or 91:0 per cent. of them 
occurring during the first ten years of hfe. Croup caused 906 deaths, 
777 or 85°8 per cent. between birth and the fifth year of life, and 123, or 
13°6 per cent., between 5 and 10 years. Fevers caused 1476 deaths, the 
highest mortality from them being at ages over 15, when 61:2 per cent. of 
the whole occurred. Typhoid is now, as usual, the chief cause of this 
mortality, 1204 deaths being ascribed to it, and of those 142 per cent. 
took place within the first five years of life, 13°6 per cent. between 5 and 
10 years, 14:5 per cent. between 10 and 15 years, 52:4 per cent. between 
15 and 60, and 5°3 per cent. at ages over 60. Typhus caused 180 deaths, 
159, or 88°3 per cent., of them being at ages over 15. Simple Continued 
Fever caused 90 deaths, and Relapsing Fever 2. To Diarrhoea 1943 deaths 
are accredited ; 1433 or 73°8 per cent. of them during the first five years 
of life, the next greatest mortality being at ages over 60, when 302 deaths 
occurred, or 15°5 percent. THrysipelas is the ascribed cause of 296 deaths 
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and Syphilis of 244, of whom 217 died under 5 years of age, 2.¢., 889 per 


cent, of the whole, and 27, or 11:1 per cent., at ages over 15. 
Of the whole 12262 Zymotic class, 7906, or 645 per cent., died within

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Towns. Thus, we find in Perth persons in the proportion of 465 for every 
hundred thousand of an estimated population succumbing to Miasmatic 
Diseases, of which proportion 90 were due to Measles, 86 to Hooping-cough, 
153 to Fevers (150 being Typhoid), and 83 to Diarrhoea and Dysentery. 

In Glasgow the proportion of deaths in every hundred thousand of its 
population from the same order of disease is 461, of which 139 are due to 
Hooping-cough, 53 to Scarlet Fever, 44 to Measles, 42 to Fevers (34 being 
Typhoid, and 6 Typhus), 76 being due to Diarrhcea and Dysentery 
combined, 

In Paisley the mortality, as above, is 455 per hundred thousand of an 
estimated population, of which 184 are from Scarlet Fever, 64 from Measles, 
47 from Fevers (42 being Typhoid), 34 from Hooping-cough, and 73 from 
Diarrhoea and Dysentery. 

In Glasgow Landward and Suburban the proportion is 391 per hundred 
thousand of population, of which 100 are due to Hooping-cough, 46 to 
Fevers (9 Typhus and 35 Typhoid), 42 to Diphtheria, 35 to Measles, 33 to 
Scarlet Fever, 67 being due to Diarrhcea and Dysentery.

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In Kilmarnock 375 per hundred thousand succumbed from the same, 
42 being from Measles, 38 from Diphtheria, 34 from Fevers (8 Typhus, 19 
Typhoid), 19 from Hooping-cough, and 195 from Diarrhcea and Dysentery. 

In Dundee the proportion is 357 per huudred thousand, of which 69 
are from Measles, 52 from Hooping-cough, 24 from Diphtheria, 21 from 
Searlet Fever, 23 from Fevers (9 being Typhus, 14 Typhoid), and 125 from 
Diarrhoea and Dysentery. 

In Aberdeen 334 in every hundred thousand died from like causes, in 
the proportion of 98 from Hooping-cough, 50 from Measles, 26 from Searlet 
Fever, 28 from Fevers (14 Typhus, 12 Typhoid), and 57 from Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery. 

In Leith 324 is the proportion, 54 of them from Scarlet Fever, 49 from 
Measles, 57 from Fevers (45 Typhus, 13 Typhoid), 21 from Diphtheria, and 
60 from Diarrhoea and een 

In Greenock the deaths from Miasmatic Diseases are in the ratio of 
300 to every hundred thousand of population, 55 being from Diphtheria, 
70 from Hooping-cough, 23 from Scarlet Fever, 25 from Fevers (8 Typhus, 
17 Typhoid), and 54 from Diarrhea.

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In Edinburgh the proportion of deaths of this nature is lowest, viz., 
293 in every hundred thousand of its estimated population, 57 being from 
Hooping-cough, 40 from Measles, 17 from Diphtheria, 39 from Scarlet 
Fever, 44 from Fevers (6 Typhus, 36 Typhoid), and 49 from Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery. 

On looking back through the Detailed Annual Reports for a series 
of years, and comparing the proportionate mortality from the chief 
Miasmatics during the decennial period 1862-71 with that of 1872-81, 
in the Principal Towns of Scotland, we find considerable changes have 
occurred, and usually for the better. Thus, in Glasgow, the mean annual 
proportion of deaths during the ten years 1862-71, in each hundred 
thousand of its population, from Measles, is 95; during the decennial 
period 1872-81 it has fallen to 62; Scarlet Fever has declined from 135, 
the mean of the first series of years, to 100, that of the second ;.Diphtheria 
has risen slightly from 27 to 28; and Hooping-cough has fallen from 142 
to 130. In the case of Fevers we can only discriminate between Typhus 
and Typhoid since the year 1865, when they were separated in the 
classification of diseases, but taking the mean of the 7 years 1865-71, we 
find the mortality rate for ‘l'yphus to be 148, as compared with 16, the 
mean for the ten years 1872-81; and for Typhoid 42, as compared with 
43 for the same space of time. 

In Edinburgh, for the like periods, the proportional mortality per 
each hundred thousand of its estimated inhabitants, is, in the case of 
Measles, 56 for the earlier period, as against 38 for the latter; in that of 
Scarlet Fever it is 103, as against 98 ; in that of Diphtheria it is 37, com- 
pared with 24; in that of Hooping-cough 84, compared with 69. The 
mean annual of the same seven years, as above, is, for Typhus 65, com- 
pared with 20; and that of Typhoid 39, as compared with 30.

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In Dundee we find the proportion of deaths from Measles to have 
fallen from 75 to 44 for each hundred thousand of its population when 
the two decennial periods are compared; that of Scarlet Fever has 
fallen from 164 to 98; in the case of Diphtheria, however, it has 
increased from 22 to 30; while the mean ratio of Hooping-cough has 
decreased from 123 to 81. Typhus, as before, has declined from 107 to 
21; Typhoid from 35 to 26. 

In Aberdeen the mean annual mortality rate has, in the case of 
Measles, fallen from 60 to 33 per each hundred thousand of estimated 
population ; in that of Scarlet Fever from 74 to ‘76. That of Diphtheria 
has risen from 25 to 29; while in the case of Hooping-cough it remains 
nearly the same, 64 compared with 63. Typhus has fallen from 61 to 
20, and Typhoid from 42 to 29, when the same periods as before are put 
in comparison. 

In Greenock the mean, in the case of Measles, has declined from 
105 to 41, when the periods 1862-71 and 1872-81 are compared ; 
as also has Scarlet Fever from 146 to 85. Diphtheria, on the other 
hand, |:as risen from 26 to 41; while Hooping-cough has fallen from 
133 to 83; and Typhus from 159 to 26; Typhoid, again, having risen

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from 29 to 41 per hundred thousand of the estimated number of 
inhabitants. 

~ In Leith, as in the other towns, we find the proportional yearly 
mortality from Measles has declined from 57 to 36; that of Scarlet 
Fever from 126 to 121; that of Diphtheria from 31 to 19; while in the 
case of Hooping-cough, however, we find an increase from 49 to 61. 
Typhus has fallen from 53 to 28, and Typhoid from 41 to 34 per hundred 
thousand of population. 

In Paisley the decline of the mean mortality of the ten years 
1862-71, as compared with that of 1872-81, is, in the case of Measles, 
from 72 to 47; in that of Scarlet Fever from 124 to 119, Diphtheria 
remaining almost the same, 18 and 19 respectively; while Hooping-cough 
has fallen from 98 to 92; Typhus, for the same periods as before, falling 
from 141 to 25; while Typhoid has slightly increased from a mean of 36 
to that of 38. 

Lastly, in Perth, the proportionate death-rate has, in the case of 
Measles, declined from 40 to 19, and that of Scarlet Fever from 135 to 
63. Diphtheria rises from 18 to 21, and Hooping-cough falls from 84 to 
54; as also does Typhus from 71 to 26, Typhoid, on the other hand, 
rising from 21 to 27 for each hundred thousand of the estimated yearly 
population of the city. ; 

From Small-pox but three deaths occurred throughout Scotland 
during 1882, the year under review, one, a man ef. 25, in Edinburgh, 
during March; one, a fisherman, on board of a French lugger, et. 28, in 
Aberdeen, during July; and one, a female, #7. 30, in Ayr, during May. 
Tables XXXIL, XXXIV, XXXV., and. XXXVI., refer more especially 
to the incidence of this disease in Scotland.

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Measles caused 1289 deaths throughout the country during the year, 
being at the rate of 34 deaths in every hundred thousand of the popula- 
tion of Scotland; 1171, or 90:9 per cent., of these occurred during the 
first five years of life, and of the total, 6£L were males and 648 females. 
This disease-was most fatal in the Large Town Districts, where 2°29 per 
cent. of all the specified deaths are ascribed to it. Scarlet Fever caused

90. Typhoid or Enteric caused 631 of its total deaths at ages between 15 
and 60, being most severe in the Small Town Districts, when 2:12 per 
cent. of all specified deaths occurred from it; and in the Mainland-Rural 
Districts, where the percentage is 1:83. Typhus was most prevalent in the 
Principal Town Districts. 

Diarrhoea is the cause of 1943 deaths, males 1015, females 928, in the 
proportion of 52 deaths in every hundred thousand of population. Of the 
whole 1433, or 73:8 per cent., occurred during the first five years of life. 
The Principal and Large Town Districts suffered most in this way, as in

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the former 72, and in the latter 59, in every hundred thonsand of their 
populations 20 succumbed; while in the Insular-Rural Districts the pro- 
portion was but 11. 

To Cancer 2056 deaths are ascribed, 724 males and 1332 females, or a 
mortality rate equal to 55 (males 40, females 69), in every hundred 
thousand of the inhabitants collectively and separately. In the Main- 
land-Rural Districts 3°69 per cent. of all specified deaths are placed to 
Cancer, and in the Small Town Districts 3:09 per cent. As to the 
incidence of this disease in the Principal Towns, Edinburgh is pre- 
eminently marked as having a high death-rate from it, 420 per cent. of 
all the specified deaths there occurring, being from one or other form of 
this malgnant condition. Next comes Aberdeen with 3:64 per cent. 
followed by Kilmarnock with 2°93 per cent.; Leith coming next with 
2°65 per cent.; Greenock with 2°52 per cent. Paisley with 241 per 
cent.; Dundee with 2°06 per cent. ; Glasgow with 1.95 per cent.; Glas- 
gow Landward and Suburban with 1:86 per cent.; Perth bringing up 
the rear with but 1°70 per cent. Dropsy is returned as the cause of 
death in 361 cases, males 145, females 216, equal to 10 exits in every 
hundred thousand of the population, which is the same as last year. 

Diseases of a tubercular nature caused 11608 deaths, males 5592, 
females 6016, in the proportion of 310 deaths in every hundred thousand 
of the population, or 16°09 per cent. of all the specified deaths registered 
throughout the country are included under this heading. The Principal 
Town Districts show the highest rate per total specified deaths, viz., 17-40 
per cent.; the large Town Districts being next with 16°31 per cent.; 
followed by the Small Town Districts with 1614 per cent.; the two 
Rural Districts having the same, each with 13:42 per cent. 

Consumption, or Phthisis, causes the highest mortality among diseases 
of this class, 8012 deaths being due to it,in the persons of 8668 males, 
and 4344 females, which is equal to a mortality rate of 214 per hundred 
thousand of population, o734 of these (2513 males and 3221 females) 
succumbed between the ages of 10 and 40. The largest ratio of deaths 
from this occurred in the Principal Town Districts, where 11:80 per cent. 
of the total specified deaths are due to it. Next come the Insular-Rural 
Districts with 11:18 per ecent., followed by the Small Town Districts with 
10-96 per cent.; and the Large Town Districts with 10°95 per cent., the

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Mainland-Rural showing the lowest percentage, viz. 9°82. On looking 
to the Principal Towns, we find that in Dundee 12°79 per cent. of the 
total specified deaths are due to Phthisis; Glasgow Landward and 
Suburban comes next with 12:47 per cent.; followed by Glasgow with 
12:26 per cent.; next Edinburgh with 11:53 per cent.; Kilmarnock with 
11:15 per cent.; Leith with 11°02 per cent.; Aberdeen with 10°80 per 
cent.; Greenock and Paisley having exactly the same, 10°54 per cent. ; 
Perth showing to greatest advantage with 7:64 per cent. Hydrocephalus 
is the cause of 1835 exits, males 1004, females 831, at the rate of 49 per 
hundred thousand of population, being most heavy in the Large, and 
Principal Town Districts, where 2°85 per cent. and 2°82 per cent. of the 
specified deaths are thus accounted for. Tabes Mesenterica causes 1060 
deaths, 552 males, 508 females, being also most numerous in the 
Principal, and Large Town Districts, least so in the Insular-Rural. 

To Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System 7667 deaths are 
attributed, in the proportion of 205 in every hundred thousaud of the 
estimated population ; in other words 10°62 per cent. of all deaths due to 
specified causes come under this denomination ; the males number 3918 
and the females 3749. The ratio of such deaths to the total specified 
deaths does not vary much in four of the five districts into which Scot- 
land is divided, but the fifth, the Insular-Rural, is considerably below 
the others, being 6°66 per cent., as against 10°99 per cent. in the Large 
Town Districts. | 

Of the various Diseases under this heading, Apoplexy and Paralysis 
account for the greater number of exits, 1985 being placed to the credit 
of the former, males 969, females 1016, or 2°75 per cent. of the Specified 
deaths; while 1995 stand against Paralysis, males 979, females 1016, 
equal to 2:76 per cent. of the like deaths. 

In the Towns, diseases of this order were apparently most fatal in 
Aberdeen, where 12°60 per cent., and in Greenock, where 12°30 per cent. 
of the Specified deaths, are of this kind; being least so in Glasgow, with 
9°67 per cent.; and Leith with 9°56 per cent. 4 ) 

Diseases of the Circulatory System, Heart and Blood-Vessels, 
caused during the year 5149 deaths, in the persons of 2515 males and 
2634 females, constituting a death-rate of 137 in every hundred thousand 
of population ; 713 per cent. of all Specified deaths being of this nature. 
Of the various districts it is found the Mainland-Rural suffer most 
in this way, 8°03 per cent. of all their Specified deaths thus occurring ; 
followed by the Small Town Districts with 7-42 per cent.; the Large 
Town Districts with 717 per ceut.; the Principal Town Districts with 
6:44 per cent.; and, lastly, the Insular-Rural with 5°67 per cent. 

Rheumatism, the most common cause of Valvular Disease of the 
Heart, appears to follow much the same lines, except that the Insular- 
Rural Districts now stand second, with 44 deaths in every ten thousand 
Specified deaths, instead of last as above, having changed places with the 
Small Town Districts, with 32 in like proportion. 

Among the towns, Edinburgh exhibits the highest percentage of 
deaths from diseases of the Circulatory System to all the specified deaths, 
viz., 11:18; followed by Leith with 837; Perth with 820: Aberdeen 
with 711; Greenock with 7:06; Dundee with 669; Kilmarnock with 
665; Glasgow with 5°72; Paisley with 5-238; and, lastly, Glasgow Land- 
ward and Suburban with but 4:32. 

From Diseases of the Respiratory System other than those included 
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under Phthisis, Croup, &c., there were 12969 deaths, males 6679, females 
6290, equal to 346 exits in every hundred thousand of population; or 

17‘97 per cent. of all the Specified deaths. The five districts suffer in 
varying degree as follows :-—The Principal Town Districts most, inasmuch 
as for every hundred thousand of their inhabitants, 464 succumbed 
during the year from this cause, being equal to 20:45 per cent. of all the 
specified deaths therein registered ; in the Large Town Districts the pro- 
portions are 349, or 17-19 per cent.; in the Small Town Districts 299, or 
16:26 per cent.; in the Mainland-Rural Districts 230, or 15°14 per cent. ; 
and in the Insular-Rural Districts 235, or 14°51] per cent. 

_ Among the towns, Dundee suffers to the extent that 22°62 per cent. 
of all the Specified deaths registered there are of this nature; Glasgow 
follows with 22-02 per cent.; Greenock comes next with 20:06 per cent. ; 
Glasgow Landward and Suburban following with 19°29 per cent.; Edin- 
burgh with 19°23 per cent.; Perth with 19:09 per cent.; Leith with 
18:10 per cent.; Paisley with 17°97 per cent.; and Kilmarnock with 
16°83 per cent. 

Bronchitis and Pneumonia claim the largest number of victims, the 
former a total of 7715, males 3707, females 4008, or 206 lives in every 
hundred thousand of the inhabitants of Scotland; and the latter a total 
of 3342, males 1906, females 1436, equal to 89 deaths per hundred 
thousand as above. , 

Diseases of the Organs of Digestion account for 4492 deaths, males 
2173, females 2319, equivalent to 120 deaths in every hundred thousand 
of population, or 6:22 per cent. of the total specified deaths. The largest 
percentage of mortality from disease of this nature to the total specified 
deaths occurs in the Mainland-Rural Districts, viz., 7:25, followed by the 
Insular-Rural with 6°60; the Small Town Districts with 6°43; the Large 
Town Districts with 6:20; the Principal Town Districts suffering least 
with 564 per cent. Among the towns, Leith and Aberdeen show the 
highest percentage of deaths of this nature; Kilmarnock and Dundee 
the lowest. From Enteritis and Peritonitis together 764 males and 800 
females succumbed ; from Hernia 151; from Ileus, Intussusception, and 
Stricture of the Gut 407; whilst Hepatic Disease carried off 1050 souls, 
491 males and 560 females. 

From Diseases of the Urinary Organs, 1537 died, 961 being of the 
male and 576 of the female sex, equal to a death-rate of 41 per hundred 
thousand of population, or 2°13 per cent. of all specified deaths. Bright’s 
Disease accounts for 480 of those, Nephritis for 236, Diabetes for 147, 
and Urinary Calculi for 37. 

Diseases of the Generative Organs caused 203 deaths, 15 males and 
188 females, 81 cases being from Ovarian Dropsy, and 107 from Uterine 
Disease. 

From Puerperal Causes 677 deaths are reported, 267 due to Puerperal 
- ever, 7 to Paramenia, and 403 to other conditions incidental to Child- 

ed. 

To Diseases of the Bones and Joints 436 deaths are ascribed, males 
248, females 188; and to Diseases of the Skin and parts connected there- 
with the deaths of 212 males and 189 females are accredited. 

Under Premature Birth the deaths of 956 male and 721 female 
infants are registered; while Malformations, as Cyanosis, Spina Bifida, 
&c., proved fatal to 197 male and 129 female children. 

From Old Age 4583 persons are registered as dying, 1757 being men, 
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and 2826 women ; 123 of the former and 219 of the latter are between 
95 and 100 years of age at death; 8 men and 21 women being returned 
as 100 or over; 3 of the men and 10 of the women being considerably 
over 100. The oldest of the men was a mason’s labourer wt. 103, and of 
the women, a pauper, wt. 109 at death. 

To Violence in its various forms 2566 deaths are due, males 1916, 
females 650, being in the proportion of 68 for every hundred thousand 
persons living, 

Fractures and Contusions account for 1042 of the whole, in the persons 
of 837 males and 205 females. Burns and Scalds ended the lives of 123 
males and 117 females; Drowning those of 542 males and 94 females 
(43 of them being Suicidal); while 131 males and 119 females were 
accidentally suffocated; and to accidental poisoning 26 males and 15 
females succumbed. 

Twelve deaths come under the denomination of Homicide. 

From Suicide there are 167 deaths, males 113, females 54, the various 
methods resorted to for an attainment of the purpose being as follows :— 
Hanging, 38 males and 8 females; Drowning, 21 males and 22 females ; 
Cut-throat, 28 males and 7 females; Poisoning, 10 males and 11- females; 
8 men shot themselves; 6 men and 5 females precipitated themselves from 
such a height as to cause death; and 2 men threw themselves before rail- 
way trains; while in one case, that of a female, the special method is not 
stated. 

Of the Suicidal Poisonings, 9 were by the use of Opium in one or other 
form, 2 from Hydrochloric Acid, 1 from Sulphuric Acid, 2 from Arsenic, 1 
from Acetic Acid, 1 from Carbolic Acid, 1 from Corrosive Sublimate, 1 from 
Strychnia, 1 from Prussic Acid, 2 not being stated; and of the Accidental 
Poisonings 12 are from Opium, 5 from Carbolic Acid, 1 from the Berries of 
Belladonna, and 1 from Atropia, 1 from Phosphorus, 2 from Chloroform, 
2 from Lead, 1 from Cyanide of Potassium, 1 from Caustic Potash, 1 
from Wood Naphtha, 1 from Strychnia, 1 from Alcohol, 1 from Spirit of — 
Salt, 1 from “ Herbs,” 1 from Rat Poison, and 1 from Bisulphide of Carbon. 

There was no Public Execution in Scotland during the year. 

As an indication of the changes which are taking and have taken 
place in the death-rate for Scotland, ascribed to various orders of disease, 
and to the selected causes, Age, Cancer, Dropsy, Phthisis, Bronchitis, 
Pneumonia, and all Liver Diseases, during the last twenty-five years, 
Table XX XI Xa is presented, prepared from the Detailed Annual Reports, in 
which we have the total deaths in 1857, and in 1882 the proportion of deaths 
in every hundred thousand of the estimated population of the country in - 
1882, with their mean annual for the last twenty-five years (1857-1881), 
and various proportions deduced therefrom. 

Thus, we find the deaths from diseases of a Tubercular nature (11608), 
which in 1882 are equivalent to a death-rate of 310 per hundred thousand 
of population, caused a mean annual rate of mortality during the twenty- 
five years of 365, which indicates a decline of 15:1 per cent., when the 
rate of 1882 is placed alongside that of the mean of the twenty-five years. 
When, again, the mean of the last five years of the twenty-five (1877-81) is 
compared with the like of the first five years (1857-61), the decline is equal 
to 8:3 per cent.; and, lastly, when 1882 is compared with the mean of the 
five years immediately preceding it, the diminution is 7°5 per cent. 

In the case of diseases of the Nervous System, which as a cause of 
death had increased to the extent of 24:8 per cent. when the quinquennial 
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periods at each end of the twenty-five years are compared, we find a 
decrease of 3°3 per cent., when the rate of 1882 is compared with the mean 
of the latter five years 1877-81. The large increase of 69:0 per cent. is 
found in the case of diseases of the Circulatory Organs as causes of death, 
when the mean rate of the five years 1877-81, (138) is compared with 
that of the five 1857-61, (82); but, on the other hand, there is a slight de- 
cline of 0-7 per cent. when the mortality rate of 1882, (137) is placed against 
that of the mean annual of the five years immediately preceding it (138). | 

Cancer, again, indicates the great increase of 25-0 per cent. of mortality 
rate when 1882 is compared with the mean of the twenty-five years, and 
of 45-7 per cent. when the first and last five years are brought into juxta- 
position, the rate of 1882 being also higher than the mean of the five years 
preceding by 7‘8 per cent. 

In the case of Bronchitis and Pneumonia increases are also apparent, 
when the means of the first (142), and last five years (247), of the twenty- 
five are compared, viz., of 74:0 per cent. in the case of the former, and 19-2 
per cent. in that of the latter, in favour of the quinquennial period 1877- 
81 over that of 1857-61; but when 1882 is compared with the mean of 
the five years 1877-81, there is a decline in the case of Bronchitis of 16: 6 
per cent., and a slight rise of 2°3 per cent. in that of Pneumonia. 

Besides diseases of a Tubercular nature, those affecting the Digestive 
Organs, with Age, Dropsy, and Phthisis as special causes of mortality, show 
a more or less markedly diminished death-rate. 

Facts of a like nature are observed when similar calculations are 
made for every ten thousand specified causes of death, in place of per 
hundred thousand inhabitants. Thus, in comparing the mean annual 
mortality during the last five years 1877- 81, with that of the first five

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1857-61, we find that diseases of a Tubercular nature have, from this 
point of view, declined as a cause of death by 5:9 per cent..; those of the 
Organs of Digestion by 12:7 per cent.; Age by 33°5 per cent.; Dropsy by 
651 per cent.; and Phthisis by 10-0 per cent. On the other hand, as 
before, the mean mortality from diseases of the Nervous System has 
increased by 29:0 per cent. when like periods are regarded; that from 
diseases of the Circulatory System by 73°5 per cent.; that from those of 
the Respiratory System by 49°8 per cent.; of the Urinary Organs by 68:2 
per cent.; Cancer by 49°5 per cent.; Bronchitis by 79-4 per cent.; 
Pneumonia by 22°1 per cent.; and all Liver Diseases by 13:9 per cent. ; 
figures which correspond with those in Table XX XI Xa. 

In offering a reason for those changes up and down, we are inclined to 
credit them, to some extent at least, to improvements in diagnosis, and 
greater care in assigning the true cause of death; for it must be borne in 
mind that the medical men who received their professional education 
previous to those earlier times, were probably not such adepts in the use 
of the stethoscope (it but shortly before having come into general use) in 
detecting special Cardiac and Pulmonary Diseases, or so well acquainted as 
the professional man in these days with the qualitative analysis of urine 
in Renal Disease, and perhaps especially in the detection of the various 
forms of Bright’s Disease, so that many deaths now certified under this 
heading were formerly ascribed to Dropsy, one of their leading and most 
obvious symptoms. Thus, in 1857, Nephritis and Nephria were the registered 
causes of 142 deaths throughout Scotland, in 1882 they number 716; during 
the earlier year the deaths due to diseases of the Organs of Circulation 
number 2117, during the latter 5149. Again, Pathology, both macro and 
microscopical, did not then occupy the position it now does in medical 
teaching and training, so that many cases of malignant Disease of the 
Stomach, Liver, and other Internal Organs, were in all likelihood not re- 
cognised with the precision they now are, and the deaths from such properly 
indicated. Age as a cause of death has fallen 35:3 per cent., when the mean 
annual of the five years, 1877-81, is compared with that of the five years, 
1857-61, due not improbably, we are inclined to think, to a better apprecia- 
tion of the causes of death by the medical practitioners; in 1857 deaths 
from Age number 6009, in 1882 they are 4583. Again, in 1857 the 
number of Unspecified deaths is 3895, being to the total deaths as 62°9 is 
to 1000; in 1882 it is 832, that is as 11°4 is to 1000. 

On farther comparing the annual mean death-rate in Scotland per 
hundred thousand of the estimated population, from the principal Mias- 
matics, for the ten years, 1862-1871, with that for the like period, 1872-1881, 
there is found as formerly, in the case of the Towns, a considerable improve- 
ment. Thus, while Small-pox caused a mean yearly death-rate of 20 per 
hundred thousand of the population during the earlier period, it has fallen 
to a mean of 15 during the latter (for each of the last seven years, including 
the present, the mortality from this disease is equivalent to but one per 
hundred thousand). Measles has declined from a mean annual average of 
46 deaths to that of 32 per hundred thousand (for 1882 it is 34); Scarlet 
Fever likewise, from 97 to 76 (for 1882 it is 42). In the case of Diphtheria 
the fall is but slight, from 31 to 28 (in 1882 it is 26); while in that.of Croup, 
it is from 36 to 26 (for 1882 it is 24); and in Hooping-cough, from 67 to 63 
(for 1882 it is 56). When we come to Typhus and Typhoid Fevers, a com- 
parison can only be made from the year 1865, when they were first differen- 
tiated as causes of death in the Returns of the Registrar-General, but on 
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comparing the mean of the seven years, 1865-1871, with that of the latter 
decennial period as above, viz., 1872-1881, the mean annual proportion of 
deaths in every hundred thousand of the population in the case of Typhus 
is found to have declined from 62 to 13 (for 1882 it is 5); and in that of 
Typhoid from 41 to 39 (for 1882 it is 32), indicative of the great diminution 
of the former disease as a cause of death in Scotland. The mean annual 
death-rate from Dysentery is 8 for the first period, as compared with 5 for 
the latter; but, on the other hand, in the case of Diarrhoea, we find a rise of 
from 50 to 54 on comparing the two decennial periods. The decline of al/ 
Miasmatics as an Order is at the rate of 4°3 per cent., when the death-rate 
of 1882 is compared with the mean annual of the five preceding years, 
1877-1881, 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


While perusing the following brief account of the weather in Scot- 
land during 1882, let us bear in mind how December of the year previous 
was nearly an average month, though slightly inclining to extra mean 
temperature, disturbed barometer, less rain, but more wind, and that 
chiefly from the west. The daily deaths were 200. 


The chief characteristics of January were the very high barometric 
pressure combined with the great monthly range of it, and with that an 
unprecedentedly high mean temperature. Along with these were other 
lesser symptoms, all favourably disposed towards fine healthy weather. 
The daily deaths were 198. 

February was marked by high barometric pressure, large range 
of barometer, and extra strength of wind. With this there was a mean 
temperature higher than ever before recorded. The daily deaths were 
207. 7 
March was on the whole rather stormy, as marked by a low 
barometric pressure, a large monthly range, and extra strength of wind. 
The temperature was very high for the month, aud the rainfall was 
unusually heavy. 204 deaths were registered daily, 

The most notable feature of the weather of Apri was the check in 
the monthly march of the mean temperature, that of April having been 
no higher than that of March. At the same time, although the wind 
was oftener in the east than usual, there was an extra amount of rainfall, 
and an extra force of the wind, as well as a low and much disturbed 
barometer. The daily deaths were 202. 

May was nearly an average month, the mean temperature being only 
half a degree above the average of the last 26 years, and the rainfall but 
little above the average. The barometer was slightly higher, and the 
barometric monthly range considerably in excess, The average daily 
number of deaths was 207. 

June was characterised by a low barometric pressure with great 
range, low temperature and much rain, though the humidity has been 
small. The rainfall was large, and the time of falling considerable all 
over the country. There was much wind, but its strength on the whole 
was not remarkable. The daily deaths were 193. 

July was chiefly characterised by its very heavy rainfall. It was 
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also remarkable for the general strength of the wind, the low mean 
barometric pressure, and the great amount of the barometric range, 
while the mean temperature was very near the average, and the humidity 
of the air sensibly less. The average number of deaths registered on 
each day of the month was 190. 

August was on the whole favourable, for though the barometer was 
low and much disturbed, with its usual accompaniment in such cases of 
strong winds, they were prevailingly from the west, with slight variations 
therefrom, oftener towards the north than the south, hence the rain was 
moderate, the temperature rather higher than the average, and the dry- 
ness of the air much beyond what is usual. The daily deaths were 183. 

In September the barometer was at its ordinary mean height, but 
much disturbed, yet the wind was of less than its usual strength, and the 
rain less both in depth and days of falling. The mean temperature was 
lower than due to the progress of the Autumn season alone, and the daily 
range of the thermometer was greater than usual. The daily deaths 
were 178. 

October was on the whole an agreeable and favourable period of 
weather, unmarked by any of the severe storms felt in the south of 
England. The mean temperature was above the average, rain rather less 
than the average depth. The daily deaths were 187. 

During November the wind was nearly normal as to direction, but in 
excess as to strength, and the barometric pressure was unusually low; 
while the mean temperature was low, and the rain greatly in excess. 
The average daily number of registered deaths was 208. 

December was characterised, on its mean quantities, by low barometric 
pressure, very low temperature, great depth of rainfall, and moderate 
amount of wind from all quarters. The daily deaths were 241. 


Table XL. indicates the average mean temperature of the year to 
have been 46°°7, which is exactly the same as that of the mean of a series 
of ten years taken for comparison sake. The months of January, February,

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March, May, and October had a mean temperature above that of the 
average of the same months for the ten years, that of the other months 
cing below. July and August showed the highest mean temperature, 

57°°3, that of November and December having the lowest, the former 
39°-1, the latter 33°°6. 

Tables XLI, and XLIL. afford information regarding various facts as 
to the Meteorology of Scotland, and the Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
occurring thronghout the country and in eight of the Principal Towns 
during the year 1882. Thus from the latter table, which refers to the 
towns, we see that during November and December the months with the 
lowest mean temperature, there is the greatest death-rate, the daily 
average being 81 and 97 respectively; May comes next with 79 deaths 
daily, and February follows with 77, August and September having the 
lowest—a daily average of 68. 

Two deaths from Small-pox occurred in those towns, 1 in March and 
1 in July. 

Measles was most prevalent in May and in | April, the deaths in June 
being still numerous, January and July coming next in frequency: 
September, October, and November show the fewest number of deaths. 
Scarlet Fever has its highest mortality in December and October, its 
lowest in June and February. Diphtheria caused most deaths in 
October and November, the fewest in April and July. Hooping-cough 
is pre-eminent as a cause of death in May and December, with 120 and

Diarrhoea causes 
its highest mortality in July, August, and September (195 in August); its 
lowest in January, December, and February, 32 in the latter month. 

Consumption is credited with a large number of deaths in each month 
of the year, 301 occurring in June, and 331 in May, the highest numbers; 
233 in November and 214 in September, the two lowest.

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Diseases of the Respiratory Organs bulk largest in the colder and 
most inclement months of January, November, and December, as also do 
the deaths from Cardiac Diseases, and for the same reasons. 

From Old Age, 118 the largest number, succumbed in December, 
54, the smallest, in October. 

Tables XLIV. and XLV. are designed for the purpose of indicating 
the varying monthly mortality in the aforesaid Towns at a series of four 
periods of life. Thus from the former Table, of the total 27,756 deaths, 
11,788 or 42°3 per cent. of the whole were registered as being of children 
under 5 years of age; 2809 or 10°1 per cent. at ages between 5 and 20; 
8378 or 30°2 per cent. between 20 and 60; the remainder, 4831 or 17-4 per 
cent., at ages over this. Among the very young the largest number of 
deaths took place in May and December, months in which the mortality 
from Measles and Hooping-cough was high, the latter month also being

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the coldest of the year. Adolescents (5-20) suffered most in May, June, 
and December, months when Hooping-cough, Measles, Consumption, 
and diseases of the Respiratory Organs were very fatal. Adults (20-60) 
have a markedly high death-rate again in December, when deaths from 
diseases of the Respiratory and Circulatory Organs, as also of the Brain 
and Nervous System, are highest; and lastly, the aged (60 and over) 
succumbed in largest numbers during the two last and first three months 
of the year, their minimum being during August, September, and October. 

When the lengths of the months are equalized to 31 days, the 
mortality in each stands in order as follows :—December with the highest 
November, May, February, January, April, March, June, October, July, 
August, and September with the lowest.
